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Thoro aro 160 nccidoula liiible to oc- 
cur in !i household, writes "A Family 
Doctor" to CasscWs Family Magazine 
for July, which a modicum of applied 
Burgical skill would autUuc to sot ri^ht, 
thus obviating tlio uecossity for oaliiag 
in a surjjoon or modical man. 

It is about !i fow of tho moro coni- 
mon of these that I wish to give somo 
useful hints. 

Whether you have a luedicino-chest 
in tho house or not, thoro aro several 
handy articles which should always bo 
kept ready in a clean drawer in caso of 
emergency. A little caso containinff a 
pair of ordinary surgical lancets of old- 
fashionod blcodinrr paUcrn, surgical 
scissors, pins, needles and thread — 
these arc all tho iii.strunieiits requirod. 
Appliances will inehulo one or two 
bandages, some lint and oileil silk, a 
bit of caustic silver in a case, and somo 
strips of adhesive plaster. Then there 
should be a stimulant lotion, a lini- 
ment for sprains, sliH'aess in joints, 
etc., and one or two kinds of oininiont. 

I'oulliccs arc hiiiidy to allay iutlain- 
mations ami lo soothe ji.-iin. 'i'liey are 
invaluable in .swelliii'j;.-) about the 
throat, in whitlows, abscesses, etc;. A 
small b.r)ttlo of lui poiUiue anil one of 
carron oil should also iind a place in 
the family surgical drawer. 

The lancets will be sometimes ro- 
quiretl lo open stunll abscesses or gum- 
boils. Jjiirgo swellings containing 
matter had bettor be seen by the family 
physician. Many people have tho 
greatest horror of tho lancet, and will 
BufTor excruciating paiu for days from 
a trilling abscess rathor than submit to 
have it opened. And yet, in a caso of 
this kind, ihe relief that follows a sim- 
ple and almost ))ainless incision is iu- 
Btantancoiis. Others, again, aro will- 
ing to have an abscess optiuod when it 
"comes lo a head." But it hardly 
wants opening then, as it will break of 
its own accord. The time to open an 
abscess is when there is a fluctuating 
baggy feel to the touch, giving indicn- 
tion of the presence of pus — in other 
words, of llie formal ion oi matter. If 
tills inaMi r ('tin not linvc vnl il will 
eat through the tissues that lie imme- 
diately above it, and while doing so 
cause much pniu ami incimvenience. 

When a gum-boil needs to be o|)eiied, 
tho lancet shuukl bo rolled around with 
a picco of rag to within about half an 
inch of the point. It may then be 
freely used at that part of the boil 
which is soft(vsl. After a guin-boil 
has been opened, gentle ])ressure is 
neeiled to sijueezo out the mattor, and 
the mouth should bo well rinsed with 
hot water. 

I counsel tlie hooping of pins and 
needles and thread in the surgical 
drawer, in order that they may be al- 
ways readv at hand. The pins should 
bo of dilVerent sizes — they are handy 
for fastening bandages, elc. The 
thread .should be strong and white, 
and the needles of a fair size — uecdlo.s 
with good, honest ayes in their heads, 
noodles that even a man can thread. 

As to bamlages. they can eiliier bo 
boufht or made. For ocoiioniy 's sake, 
I think they should be matle, and for 
this purpose old linen of any kind can 
be washed and utilized. Tear il into 
Strips and sew it neatly together. Tho 
bnulia"'es may be of two or even three 
difioront breadths— one about an inch 
and a third about ilireo. These aro 
calliid roller bandages. 'JMiere aro also 
various forms of "tailod bantlages for 
application to tho scalp, for instance, 
and to parts of tiio body to which a 
roller bandage is not suited. Tho 
shapes of thoso will suggest thorasolves 
to a person of sense. The scalp band- 
age, I may iiii^nlion, however, is a 
broad one with four tails; tills being 
laid upon the head and brow, tlio two 
foremost tails are carried backward 
bohinil the head, crossed on tho bad 
of the neck, brought round and tied 
under l-iie chin, while tho two hinder- 
most t.'iils are bruiiglu forward and 
tied under the chin. In bandaging a 
log the art lies in keeping the bandage 
flat, smooth and moderately tight. 
L'ay the end along the instep first, to- 
wards tho toes, and band.Tgo from tho 
r.tpO.S,inpluUing all the fool e.xcoi)t Uie 
heol, then swatho tho ankle, and SX) up- 
■ward'as fftr as the knee or above it. 
Ja asceadins; the calf tho log, at every 



turn tlio bandage siiouiii no piaiiou 
half back over itself. This is not abso- 
lutely necessary, for, having bandaged 
tho lower half of the lojr, you may carry 
the roll right away up to under tho 
knee and take a turn there, and so on 
down again to whatever position tho 
bandage is found to lie best and flattest 
in. 

Cliarpio is made by stretching or 
holding strips of old linen very lightly, 
and scraping it wit!i a rough knife. 
Charpio is a useful application to 
wounds, and may take " tho place of 
lint, but after all it is not so handy, it 
does not lie so Hat, and you can not 
spread ointment very well on it 

In cases of sore that wo wish to take 
on a kindly healing action, or thoso 
that neoil stimulating or soothing, 
water-dressing is invaluable. It is 
very simple and _oasy .of api)lii;atloii. 
You have only to dip a piece of lint in 
clean cold water, to which probably a 
few tlrops of pure carbolic acid have 
been added, then apply it to the sore, 
which it must more than cover. A 
piece of oil silk is then applied over Lbe 
lint to retain its moisture, and the 
whole is kojit in position by moaus of 
a rotaiuiu"; bandage. 

Wator-tlressiag Is also applied to 
wounds after they have been properly 
wrapped, and it may sometimes take 
tho place of a poultice for swolling 
which wo want to soollie and reduce. 

Tho morsel of lunar caustic in a caso 
can bo bought at a chemist's sliop for, 
I beliovo, tliree-peiice. It is used to 
cauterise dog or cat or skunk bitos. 
and also Bcratchos that mivy bo sup- 
posed poisonous. 

It is a well-known fact that hydro- 
phobia is much moro likely lo bo 
caused by a skunk than a dog-bito, and 
I for one would never go into the 
woods, where there was a possibility of 
being' bitten by one of these creatures, 
without carrying a morsel of caustic in 
my pocket in caso of accident. 

It is a very foolish plan, not to s!\y 
cruel, to have the dog that has hillen 
you destroyed. When this is done it 
is obviously impossible to discover 
whether or not no was rabid at tho 
tinio ho made use of his teeth. Let 
him live by all means; it will be a sat- 
isfaction to know that ho is riuining 
about in the best of health. 1 can not 
help saying that in niuety-nino cases 
out of a hundred whoa a dog bites any 
one, tho party bitten has been to 
blamo, and not the dog; it is not oidy 
unjust, tlieroforc, lo punish him, but 
positively mean and cruel. Cats' biles 
are usually more dangerous than dogs' 
— that is, they aro moro ajit to fester 
and tako longer to heal, the reason 
being simply this — a cat's tooth makes 
a punctured wound, a dog's a moro 
opon one. 

Adhesive plaster comes in handy. It 
ought to bo tho best iirocur.able, and 
instead of keej)ing it in a roll in tlio 
drawer il ouirht to be cut up into strips 
of dilVeront breatltlis. It i.-s thus ready 
for immediate use, and there is no 
chance of its sticking together as il 
does if kept in bulk. 

When it is necessary to nso this plas- 
ter to keep tho edges of a wound to- 
gether, we must bo careful, lirst and 
foremost, lo see that the wound is per- 
fectly clean, and no saiui, glass or grit 
in it, which would cause festering and 
prevent il from hiialing. 

Never cover a wouml wholly up 
witii a 2)ioce of plaster; whatever be 
Us size, use long, narrow strips. 
Warm tho plaster by holding tho back 
of it against a can of boiling water for 
a fow seconds, then apply il across the 
wounii, leaving a small space between 
each strip lo give exit to the lyiupli. 
Remember thai sticking plaster has no 
healing acliou in itself; the bcnnlits de- 
rived from its use are of a purely me- 
chanical nature. Clean cuts aro belter 
bound up with tho blood, simjjly with 
a linen rag, for sticking jjlaster is no 
use until tho bleeding slops. In caso 
of scalp wounds tlie hair must bo 
shaved ofl' before the plaster is ajjpliod. 

A grain or two of nitrate of silver to 
an ounce of distilled water makes a 
very good stimulating lotion for 
wounds or sores that necil suoh an 
application, but if tlmy aro healing 
kindly, with even white etlgivs ami not 
much exudation, they do not waul 
stimulating. 

Languid, indolent sores and flabby 
ulcers, want a stimulating lotion ap- 
plied with lint, after tho manner of 
water dressing and the support of a 
batulago. lint I should like niy read- 
ers lo bear in mind that tho li(!aling of 
ulcers depends in a verygrciat measuro 
upon the sttite of the constitution. The 
blootl must bo strengthened by good 
food, else tho sore will not heal. NVhy, 
it can not hoal, unless you supply il 
with llosh-forming material, and this 
material must come from the blood. 
But, in addition to the onrieliment of 
tho blood, if tho ulcer be in the leg, 
this must ho kept up as much as ])os- 
siblo, and bamlagoil linnly but not too 
tightly from the toes upward. 

Four or live grains of powdered alum 
or sulphate of zinc to tho ounce of 
water make another handy stimulating 
lotion. Goulard water is easily made; 
simply luld a Icaspoonful of sugar of 
loatl lo a jdIuI of water; il is riinderod 
more cooling by liio adiliiion of spirits 
of wine. Il ls an c.xcollont application 
for painful swellings. 

For wry or still' nock, or in cases 
whore you wish to roddnn the surface 
in order to relievo internal swelling 
and pain, a mixture of one part of 
hartshoru to two of olive oil is a capi- 
tal liniment. Rub woU in. 

Carron oil is tt mixture of lime water 
and olive oil, and'' has been in repute 
for centuries as an application to 
burns. 1 know of nothing bolter, how- 
ever, for instantaneously taking the 
lieat out of a burn, whore the surface 
is not broken than turpentine. Soak 
the part well with it for a minute or 
two; the relief is magical. I ccpecl 
more than a thousand of my readers to 
be grateful to mo for giving them this 
simple hint 

In conclusion I have a word or two 
to say about poulllc-^. In c-.asos of 
local inllamniation of any kind they 
form the best apiilications possible. 
Tlioy are of many (lill'erent kinds. The 
simplest aro in ado of oatmeal, linseed 
meal or bread and water. The oat- 
meal poultice is, to sjioak plainly, just 
porridge wilhout stilt. Tho linseed 
poultice ia made by .stii-riuo; the mutil 



into uoiling water jrradually, ana worK- 
ing it up well until a proper consist- 
uucy is obtaincth Tho bread and wa- 
ter poultice is made by pourin" boiling 
water over pieces of State broad, cover- 
ing up with a plate for a short time, 
and then draining ofT the water. Char- 
coal may bo added toinis if thought 
desirable, which it ni; .;iiL be in cases of 
detrouorate ulcers. 

Carrots and turnips are somotimos 
mado into poultices, and aro very 
soothing. _ 

Onion poultice is made by mashing 
up half-roastod onions, and spreading 
them on a rag. It is a favorite appli- 
cation with somo for cohis in the chest. 
If the chest be previously reildened by 
rubbing in a little warm turpentine, 
tho etVoct will bo bettor, but on no ac- 
count should il bo applied to an abrad- 
oil surface. 

Tho use of tho mustard cataplasta is 
very well known. In pains in tho 
chest from colds it is of groat service, 
ami also in cases of dyspepsia and 
pains ill tho stomach, with retching 
aiul vomiting. 

Poultices to tho nock for sore throat 
and <rraudul:ir swellings of a painful 
kind, do gool; but if you bo^in with 
them, you ui.i>c k -cp- on changing 
thom, or more harm i :ia good will re- 
sult. Finally, rcuir.iioor what Dr. 
Abeniolliy said about poultices: "They 
are either blessings or curses, accord- 
ing lo whether tiiey be well or badly 
mado." 

Tho Hndes of Hawaiian Mytliolofcy. 



The Sandwich Islands boast of two 
natural wonders — the largest cxtinet 
and the largest active volcano in the 
world. Ttiu former is located on tho 
Island of Maui, the summit being near- 
ly 11,000 feet above tho level of the 
siMi. ami a crater over forty-eiglit 
miles in circumference. One can look 
down into the crater 2,000 feet, the 
sides now terraced ami covered with 
saiulal wood, gtant ferns, and a won- 
derful profusion of tropical llowors and 
shrub.sl The active volcano is situated 
in tho Island of Hawaii. Tho crater 
is situated on a spar of Mauna Loa, 
■1,000 foot above the sea level. The 
crat(!r is not a cone, but a groat pit on 
a level bench, nine miles in circumfer- 
ence. Yon go down, down over this 
almost perpendicular wall 800 foot, and 
stand on tho lloor of the crater. This 
is the placo of eternal burnings, tho 
house of everlasting Are of Hawaiian 
mythology. Tho area at tho bottom of 
the crater is not a l.cpiid mass, but for 
miles and miles all arouml there 
spreads a scone of unearthly grandeur. 
Five or si.x; lakes of fire lie to loft ami 
right; tho floor beneath is so hot one 
can scarcely walk over it; lava oozes 
up through the fissures. Hugo cones 
twenty or thirty feet high, mado by 
the bubbles of lava, rise through the 
seams and aro cooled by air.

"When Mr. ]i;\Uf i', M. 1'., as ,i meuiber of 
. thu coiumittoc at Ottiiwii ou the geological 
survey Ifist Kfssiou, askcil tlmt distiu»!iiiHli- 
ed uiau and our very good frioiul, Dr. 
George 11. Dawson, whero the eastoru 
boundftiy of the proviiifu was, the hitter 
replied that ho thought it must have been 
( fixed by the Imperial govemmeut at the 
watershed or luaiu divide between the waters 
flowing rosi)octively to the Faoiflo and to 
Ilud.soii's Bay. It is the miafortuue of 
poor Britisli Columbia that "nuderatand- 
iiiLjs" are constantlj- appealed to lu discus- 
Hidus on its rights, as if the whole country 
and jjeople were not worth tlu' truubU> of iiu 
iiupiiry into facts. ISut we must iiotbhuue 
strangers if we durselves liave bi.'oii supine. 
This watershed ur'^unient is a very watery 
one. AVe will use it illustratively to fix an 
important "dividf," or the "main divide" 
between a silly and a vigorous government. 
The land ottlco map of the old coiuny has a 
black line ou the eastern frontier whieh 
looks like a "watershed" line if it is any- 
thing at all. The Doiuiuion laud depart- 
ment, copying \vithout inquiry, drew also a 
"waterHhed" lino in their subsequeuc map 
of the Northwest territories, and the rail- 
way department Bocms to have followed suit. 
Now we propose to collect to-day all tliis 
officialdom into one gninp and rtt[ue]c'h it 
on masse. The above iiUe, ina])t, incorrect 
assumption was [lussible until liiili.sh Co- 
lumbia practically gotuvertlu^ "divide" lie- 
teeu a silly, sleejiy government and the 
present wise and vigorous one. The latter 
at once found wh:'.t anybody might have 
discovered in ten minutes by reading the 
debates iu the English house of commons 
ou the British Columbia Colony Act, that 
no pretence ever existed for the above as- 
sumption of a "watershed" eastern boun- 
dary. The ex-missiouary was elevoli years 
at Ottawa without finding this out. How 
true is it that intellectual indolence causes 
half tl*e S(piabbles in the wurliil ^[eu will 
light rather than onihire the trouble of in- 
vestigating whether there is anything tu 
light about. What is llie fact ' Tin' Im- 
perial parliament, in eii-cting this territory 
into a colonv', eousiilured the "watershed" 
projjosal for an eastern boundary, aud re- 
jected it The "watershed" was iu the act 
originally introduced into the house of com- 
mons by Sir K. B. Lyttou, but was objected 
to in the debate, and the descriptive clause, 
Boeordingly, wft« r"!iiiid''l«Ml tn insnt tlie 
view.i of tlio house that a "wuterslied" 
boundar}' would bo too far west. The 
l)roof of this is open to anyone iu the iMig- 
lish Hansard. In 18(1:1 a lurther aiai'Md- 
ment was aihjpted l)y tlie IJritish )>arliainent, 
favoring the view which thi^ provincial gov- 
ernment now upholds. What mca-o need be 
said except that these attempted oiicroaoh- 
ments on the province and on provincial 
rights are becoming tiresome? They tsud 
to ^Yeakeu the whole principle of confedera- 
tion. 



POUTICAh STATUS OF LABOR. 

It is a notable sign in the old country 
that the London Times devoti'S nearly three 
of its columns to the jirocceilings of the 
trades union congress, and the Scotsman 
six columns. Ten y<'ars ago half a dozen 
lines would have been grudged for such a 
purpose in tlie Times. There is truth in 
the remark which we often hear nowadays, 
that Britain is a very "demo{Tatic" oountry 
within » scaffolding of old forms and insti- 
tutions, aud that she is rajiidly becoming 
more so. We should )jri.fi;r to s;iy that she 
is becoming nmre just, and enlighlene<l. 
The artisan class, which ischietly represent- 
ed in the trades r.ui'>e eimgress (though the 
delegates of the agricultmal uuieus have 
beon lately admitted) lias coiisid(M'al)le 
direct political power already in (.ireat 
iSritain, and an extension of the franchise 
is the ([Uestiim nf the hour ou which Mr. 
Gladsone liiis stak>'tl his ministry. The ex- 
artisans, Messrs. ijiirt and Broadhurst, whu 
sit iu the house of coramous, are looked 
upon by that assembly not only with tol- 
erance but with favor. Wo must uot mea- 
sure the representatives of the labor in- 
terests, however, iu the English house by 
the presence of actual workmen, or ex- 
workmen, as members. For obvious reasons 
the workiiignian members must always be 
few. A large number uf city and borough 
members, idected without any reference to 
their occujiations — doctors, lawyers, coun- 
try gentlemen and scions of the peernge — 
owe their seats in the conimous to working- 
men's votes. It is probably true that, nil 
thiugs being compared, the labor interest in 
England is more powerfully represented in 
the legislature than the Canadian labor in- 
terest is at Ottawa. Of this we shall Iu 
better able to judge, when the debates take 
place in the Canadian legislature uoxt ses- 
sion, ou the Chinese immignition ipiestieii. 
Should not all the labor (n'giini/.ations in 
the Dominion exercise their right mean- 
while of (ireparing [letilions to tlie liouse of 
commons on this subject'.' Kmployerhi and 
lawyers— whose interests connect thtau with 
employers — form a great portion of the 
house at Ottawa. 



TEE VICEIiUY OF INDIA. 

The appointment of Lord DufFarin to 

the vicoroyalty of India is a fitlinfj reco}^- 
nition of the greatness of that gifted states- 
man; for not only is this po.siliiin one of 
the moat honorablu that can bo oU'oted to 
one of Her Majesty's subjects, but it is a 
place whicli at the present time requires 
to bo BUod by a clover, wise and experi- 
enced Btateaman such as Lard Duffcrin 
has proved himself to be. India is in a 
very unsettled state and with its various 
disturbing forces may yet prove aH trouble- 
some to Kngiand as Ireland has been. 
India like Ireland has a land question 
which needs a thorough overhauling. 1'lie 
peasant.-! have been ground down by en- 
ormous taxes till they have settled into a 
state of chronic discontent. The salt tax 
which is an unwarrantable oppression 
wriiigiiig from the poor laborer, it is said, 
about twenty per cent of his income, i.i 
the only means for obtaining a sufHciont 
revenue for government expenses. Such 
a tax alfecting as it does one of tha necca- 
sities of life, is contr.iry to the prinoiple.i 
of British rule, and Lord Dufl'uriii is ex- 
pected to frame some now metliod for 
raising the revenue wliich will not bo so 
Injurious to the country. Auothar trou- 
ble for whicli his administrative genius is 
expected to provide a remedy, is the evil 
efl'ect of the Inrgo standing armies which 
several of the partially indciieiuleiiL states 
have been allowed to maintain. These 
states with a population of forty nine mil- 
lions sustain an army amounting in the 
Aggregate to three lumdred and fifty tlioii- 
sand troops. Uesido tlie burden of tax- 
ation which this imposes upon tlie peoplu, 
the presence of such an army is a menace 
to tlio peace of the country. These and 
other troubles arising from ni iainaiiago- 
mont Lord UufTerin is expected to rectify. 
It is possible that during his term of oflico 
he may be called upon to defend tlie 
pouDtr^ from hostile advances oo the 



north from tha jealous powers who evi- 
dently have suuic achuiuc iu vieiv. But 
in peace or ia war; either ia seeking tu 
improve and develop the vast domain en- 
trusted to Ilia charge or in fruatrating the 
designs of the country's enemies, Lnril 
Duflerin maybe relied upon to uphold the 
dignity of the nation us ho hua always 
done through his long and brilliant 
career.

One of our coiileiniioriiri.'S has been 
specidatiiig nn the succession Id the lieut- 
eiuiut-goverijorshiii. This is surely pre- 
uuiture, as two sessions (if (lie Canadiim 
pailiament have to puss lu fure the olVu'e will 
liocome viiCHUt. .\ good deal may happen 
iu thai iuli'rval. The rule of "growing our 
own ])rovinciiil governors, " however desir- 
able, is not yet delinitely adopted in I'aim- 
diuu gubernatorial aiipointmeiits. Hitlu'rtu, 
the British Columbia livuteuuiit-governor- 
ship has uot been much sought after iu the 
oast. It is well known that imbody of 
mnch repute in Eastern Canada would take 
the office when it v/os offered at the thrre 
vacaucios that have occurred, and so it fell 
to local men. The province, however, is 
now becoming better known and mere ap- 
l)rcciated every year, aud the eoiui)letion of 
the Canadian I'aeilie railway in ISN.', will 
tend to increase this kuowledge and ap- 
prociiitioil. "Second t?rais, " wo opine, are 
played out. Our local aspirants iiuist take 
these facts into account, aud ln' prepared 
for some eastern competition in KiMi f<o 
tho seatof honor aud the comfortable salary.

The Columbian says that oomo days ago, 
while Mr. .los. Wise's men were woiking 
on the North Arm road, near toirapic:^, 
they struck a ridgo of nld clam sheila 
which evidently had been tho site of an 
ancient Indian camp. The ridge extended 
about half a mile, and in some places was 
about si-x feel deep. The men found this 
.ihell de|io3it excellent material for the 
road, and removed a large quantity of it. 
While digi;ing under a triie in one place, 
about 8i.\ feet below the anrfaci^ they 
came u|3oti the skeleton of a man which 
iiieaaiired fully seven feet in length. It 
was complete, but still some of the bones 
were much decayed, and could not be ro 
moved intact. The skull waa very large 
and over a (pnirter of an inch in thick- 
ness. Thr llnt;or bones, lietween the 
joints, were about three inches in thick- 
ness.

The skidetons 
were under the roots of 11 lir tree, which 
measured about seven feet in liiaiiietor, 
and those who stiw them say thai thoy 
must have been there before the tree be- 
gun to grow. It is eatiuiuted that the 
tree is about 1,000 years old.

"Speaking about executions," aaid a 
stranger at the court houso yesterday, 
"aa far as I can see, tho more fact of 
banging, tho way it is done liore, does 
not require a great unioimt of courage. 
Indeed, I think a man Iims voiy little 
courage who could not go through with 
the short ceremony nocessar}'. After 
tho trap falls tho victim, as wo have 
every reason to believe, becomes un- 
conscious imniodiatoly, and does not 
■suffer oven as much as tho strain upon 
tho systems of the persons 1 coking 
on. Tlie only agony is that home in 
getting ready, and coascs when tho 
real work commences. Wlien it was 
tlio custom to tlx tlio rope in such a 
manner that the neck of tho criminal 
was broken, tliero was more of a con- 
tortion of the muscles of the body, 
but tho Dresout system even lessens 

I happened to got admitted to tho re- 
cent oxocrftion of George Jones, and I 
must say I was impressed with the ex- 
treme slicknoGS of the work. Every- 
thing was done that could lesson tho 
suffering, and tho contortions were 
slight at lirst and only lasted a short 
time. 1 can't help but contrasting the 
system bore and the ouo in Japan, 
where 1 visited some time ago. If tho 
. people who are opposed to capital pun- 
ishment on account of cruelty and suf- 
fering would visit an oxcculion there 
and compare the two they would got 
an idea what a "barbarous" execution 
is. While I was at Yokohama 1 wit- 
nessed tlie public exouutiou of a crimi- 
nal. Ho was a line-looking Japanese, 
in the prime of youth and strength, 
and was standing under a huge post, in 
tho middle of a posse of guards. Tho 
post had a cross-piece. iS'early nude 
ho was staiuliug orecl, but as motion- 
less as a statue, and ga/.od straight bo- 
fore hini. 

Presently his jailor moved aside.and a 
gaunt, roi)ulsive-looking native, tho ex- 
ecutionor, nia<lo his appearance, clad 
from head to foot in a dress of dingy 
yoUow. Two assistants aeoompanied 
him, carrying half a dozon round 
bamlioo rods. The assistaiils dropped 
tho rods anti strolched the criminal's 
hands over tho crosspieco of tho post. 
Tho executioner now dallied with tho 
bamboos, and tho poor croaf.;to still 
looked into the shadowy ilislancu as 
though ho was dumb. I watched him 
closely and thought I dotoclcd a pallor 
spread over his couutonanco. Tlie ox- 
eeutionor now spat on tho pointed end 
of ono of the pointed bamboos, and 
■with a twisting, pushing motion thrust 
it easily into tlio llosh about haif-waj- 
between the hip and the arm-pit. The 
poor wretch turned and looked at his 
tormentor, and his lips slightly opened, 
but he did not siMiggiu. in a coupie 
of minutes, though it seemed longer, 
the bloody point of tho instrument 
emerged from the sufferers' shoulders, 
and a slight exclamation of satisfac- 
tion escaped the crowd. Then the ex- 
ecutioner wont to the other aide with 
another bamboo and did tho same 
thing. 

During all this there was not a single 
groan or cry for mercy from the man. 
At this juncture, to my .surprise, the 
executioner and his assistants picked 
up the remaining bamboos and walked 
away. I inquired what this meant and 
was told the execution was over. It 
■was customary to leave tho man that 
way, and he would die in a couple of 
hours or so. Tho bamboo would re- 
main in him until ho had expired. A 
Japanese executioner is taught to avoid 
the vital organs so as not to bring 
death too quickly, and the execution- 
er's reputation is ganged by tho length 
of time his victim lives. I tell you 
that is the kind of aa exouution tliat 
takes nerve, both on the part of the 
victim and tho crowtt, and tho ones 
like the last, and also ili:it of Tuesday 
next, are tame aH'airs to that compared 
with my Japanese exporienco." — I'itls- 
butg Leader. 

Bleaanrtng the Human Faculties. 



Holding that the capacity of man, 
taken in tho widest sense, including 
character and physi(|uc, was tiiiit(!, and 
therefore, measurable, Mr. Francis 
Galt^n has suggested that a laboratory 
should bo opened at Cambridge, Eng- 
land, to investigate what he calls a 
new f^ienco, the "measurement of hu- 
man facultv." At tlio Johns Hopkins 
University, ho said, iihysical education 
and hygiene wero coni])iilsory on all 
students, and, although tho jiliysical 
measurements taken wore not compul- 
sory, yot few objected, and the result 
was that the most valuable statinllcs 
wero collected, and, in many iuslaneos, 
pood advice given to the students in 
what way to counteract the ofl'ects of 
any abnormal developuiont of tho 
structure of the nuiscles. He assorted 
that by a \on\r series of observation.': it 
would be possilde lo tiieasure tlio Ini- 
man faculty as acc;urately as, if not 
more so, than our sy^iein of examina- 
tions measures the inteliuctiial faculty.

(irst-class materials, costing from slOO 
ujiward. Some invest ^-JUU, aud some 
go even as high as if 500. " 

"I suppose quite a number of v,'eallliy 
jjcoplo take it up for their own aiuuse- 
mont?" 

"Oh, yes, a good many; and thoy 
buy the best and most expensive mate- 
rials. Why, a prominent physician in 
this city spends a great deal of his 
leisure time in the summiu- in tho prac- 
tice of the art. 1 su[)pose wo have sold 
him not less than $1,500 worth of pho- 
tographic apparatus and materials du- 
ring tho past year.

An English and French Novelist.' 



Between the method of a Dandet and 
a TroUope, which to choose? ^VIlat is 
tho outcome respectively of their la- 
bors? Repelled by the English novel- 
ist's lack of all gr.'ice of form, by the 
slovenliness and wearisome verbosity of 
his stylo and his uniform prosaic color- 
ing, we may bo tempted to deti}' him 
his diu), to refuse liim tlio recognition 
of his lidolity to tho truth of liie aver- 
ago human nature which ho paints. 
The reverse is apt to bo the case with 
tho reader of Dandet, or other of tho 
skillful French writers of to-day. Their 
charm is the thing lirst felt; the delight- 
ful conviction tiiat wo have to do with 
an artist who takes himself and his 
creative work most serioush', and who 
will treat us to no slouched, rough- 
cast, half-completed work. Only after 
continued perusal of these accomplish- 
ed writers docs the sense of something 
wanting make itself felt. Admirable 
as they are, highly as we enjoy them, 
wo note the absence of a certain im- 
pression of reality; there has not been 
enough of vital sympathy in tho author 
with the humanity he would depict to 
create an illusion to tho reader, who 
feels litllo or no warmth of personal in- 
terest in tho characters, but is rather 
ocoupiod mostly in ple-.sed apprecia- 
tion of the author's cleverness of con- 
struction and cliarm of narrative and 
descriiitive style. The result of Trol- 
lopo's intollootual activitv is tpiite dis- 
proportionate to the eflbrt itself. If 
tho time spent on twenty novels had 
been given to tho perfecting of four, 
tho four would have boon worth lo us 
five limes as much as the twenty. No 
wonder the man could write to order 
as ho did, euttiug off his manuscript in 
foot or yard lengths, accordiuL' to tho 
requirements of publishers! Does tho 
outcome of Daudot'a minute and scru- 
pulous labor justify tho theory of liter- 
ary art which guides him? If wo want 
bread a stone will not satisfy us, no 
matter how brilliant tho crystal, nor 
how exc|uisiloly cut. Yet wo must ac- 
knowledge Hiid allow tho fact of every 
iiimm's liiiiitMl ions, and piM liajis com- 
ment and complaint aro needless and 
useless. Groat writers aro few in any 
period, wo know, and tho glory tlioy 
win is tlie "cry of griiliiudu" with 
which mankind receives tli.i henelit be- 
stowed. 'Wlieu our Tliaci. ••i:iy and 
(ieorge ICliol, our Hal/.ac .■iin! (ieorL'o 
Sand, ])ass, wo must try lo pu; I'.p c-mi- 
tentodly with the gifts of the dii nuiM- 
res. — September Atlaiilio.
